W ashington. April 1 3 - The m anu­ 
facture of news print paper of tho 
country was the subject of inquiry 
on the part of the industrial commis 
sion. Mr. John N orris, business m an­ 
ager of the New York Times, being 
the witness. 
Mr. N orris devoted his 
attention especially to the Interna­ 
tional Paper company. 
“ I will as 
sert.” he said “th at the International 
Paper company has tailed in every 
expectation it held out to the news 
papers and to the public. The cost of 
m anutaeuiro is g reater under consoli­ 
dation than under individual ow ner­ 
ship of the paper mills. 
The econo­ 
mies which were to be obtained un­ 
der 
the 
consolidated 
m anagem ent 
have not been realized. 
The export 
trade has fallen off, or a t least has 
not been increased, though th at was 
to be the strong texture of the con­ 
solidated 
com panies’ 
chort. 
The 
promised 
policy of an enlightened 
self-interest has been abandoned and 
the net result to new spaper publish-1 
ers has been 
an 
increase of over j 
$4,800,00(1 per annum in the cost OL 
news print p ap er.’* 
He placed trie output of news print 
paper at $26,000,000 per year. 
Mr. N orris said the president of the 
consolidation is paid $50,000 a year 
and m anufacturers’ salaries were in 
creased from $7,500 to $15,000. There 
also had been a vast addition to th j 
spruce lands owned by tho company, 
the arca secured in the United States 
bringing the aggregate up to 1.600 
square miles, while 2,000 square miles 
of this land are controlled in Canada 
T here had likew ise been an increase 
in freight charges. All told, he placed 
the enhancem ent of the cost price of 
producing paper a t $3 per ton. 
He 
knew of two new spapers which were 
paying an increase of $150,000 each 
annually on the paper used by them. 
Mr. N orris gave the daily output of 
news print paper a t 2.055 tons, of 
which the International company fur­ 
nished 1,200 tons, while the mills cf 
the company have a capacity of 1,576 
tons per day, and said th ere is a 
constant 
increase of producing ca­ 
pacity outside th a t company, notw ith­ 
standing the boast of the Interna 
tioual com pany that it owned all pa 
per w ater powers and all available 
spruce lands. 
Mr. Norris attributed the recent in­ 
crease in tile price of paper to four 
causes, namely, to the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, the South A fiican war, tho 
drouth of 1800 and 1900, an i the a t­ 
tempt. of the International company 
to monopolize the spruce land. 
To 
m eet the last difficulty' he suggested 
th at trade 
relations 
with 
Canada 
should be promoted, in order that 
the practically 
inexhaustible 
pulp 
supply ut that country 
m ight 
be 
drawn up. 
“ We should,” he said, 
“adopt the plan which President Mc­ 
Kinley has advocated, of rem itting 
those taxes which 
experience 
has 
shown to be m ost burdensom e to the 
Fractured I Industries of the people.’* 
He assert 
ed th at the International 
company 
had opposed Canadian reciprocity and 
th at the result had been Canadian 
reprisals. 
He advocated tho removal 
of the tariff on wood pulp as in the 
interest of all classes.

Washington, April 13.—The m anu­ 
facture of news print paper of tho 
country was tho subject of inquiry 
on the part of tho industrial commis 
aion. Mr. John Norris, business m an­ 
ager of the New York. Times, being 
the witness. 
Mr. Norris devoted bis 
attention especially to tho Interna­ 
tional Paper company. 
"I will as 
sort.” he said “that the International 
Paper company has tailed in every 
expectation it held out to tne news­ 
papers and to the public. 
The cost of 
m anufacture is greater under consoli­ 
dation than under individual owner­ 
ship of the paper mills. 
The econo­ 
mies which were to be obtained un­ 
der 
the 
consolidated 
management 
h a v e not been realized. 
The export 
trade has fallen off, or at least has 
not been increased, though that was 
to be the strong t€iaturo of the con­ 
solidated 
companies’ 
eflort. 
The 
promised 
policy of an enlightened 
self-interest has been abandoned and 
the net result to newspaper publish­ 
ers has been 
an 
increase of over 
$4,800,000 per annum in tile cost or 
nows print paper.” 
lie placed trie output of news print 
paper at $26,000,000 per year. 
Mr. Norris said the president of the 
consolidation is paid $50,OOO a year 
aud m anufacturers’ salaries were in 
creased from $7,500 to $16,000. There 
also had been a vast addition to th J 
spruce lands owned by tho company, 
the area secured in the United States 
bringing the aggregate up to 1,600 
square miles, while 2,000 square miles 
of this land are controlled in Canada 
There had likewise been an increase 
in freight charges. All told, he placed 
the enhancem ent of the cost price of 
producing paper at $3 per ton. 
He 
knew of two newspapers which were 
paying an increase of $150,000 each 
annually on the paper used by them. 
Mr. Norris gave the daily output of 
news print paper at 2.055 tons, of 
which the International company fur­ 
nished 1,200 tons, while the mills of 
the company have a capacity of 1.576 
tons per day, and said there is a 
constant 
increase of producing ca­ 
pacity outside that company, notwith­ 
standing the boast of the Interna 
tioual company that it owned all pa­ 
per water powers and all available 
spruce lands. 
Mr. N o rris attributed the recent in­ 
crease in the price of paper to tour 
causes, namely, to the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, the South African war, the 
drouth of 1800 and I OOO. and the at­ 
tempt of the international company 
to monopolize the spruce land.

Washington, April 1 3 .-The manu­ 
facture of news print paper of tho 
country was the subject of inquiry 
on the part of the industrial commis­ 
sion, Mr. John Norris, business man­ 
ager of the New York Times, being 
the witness. 
Mr. Norris devoted his 
attention especially to the Interna­ 
tional Paper company. 
“I will as 
sort.” he said “that the International 
Paper company has tailed in every 
expectation it held out to the news 
papers and to the public. The cost of 
maniitacturo is greater under consoli­ 
dation than under individual owner­ 
ship of the paper mills. 
The econo­ 
mies which were to be obtained un- 
the 
consolidated 
not been realized, 
fallen off, or 
increased, though that was 
strong teature of the con* 
companies’ 
chort. 
The 
policy of an enlightened 
self-interest has been abandoned and 
the net result to newspaper publish 
ers has been 
an 
increase of over 
$4,800,000 per annum in tne cost or 
news print paper.” 
He placed tne output of news print 
paper at $26,000,000 per year. 
Mr. Norris said the president of the 
consolidation is paid $50,000 a year 
aud manufacturers’ salaries were in 
creased from $7,500 to $15,000. There 
also had been a vast addition to th.j 
spruce lands owned by the company, 
the area secured in the United States 
bringing the aggregate up to 1.000 
square miles, while 2,000 square miles 
ot this land are controlled in Canada 
There had likewise been an increase 
in freight charges. All told, he placed 
the enhancement of the cost price or 
producing paper at $3 per ton. 
He 
knew of two newspapers which were 
paying an increase of $150,000 each 
annually on the paper used by them. 
Mr. Norris gave the daily output of 
news print paper at 2,055 tons. of 
which the International company fur 
uished 1,200 tons, while the mills cf 
the company have a capacity of 1.576 
tons per day. and said there is a 
constant increase of producing ca­ 
pacity outside that company, notwith­ 
standing th<* boast ot the Interna 
tional company that it 
per water powers and 
spruce lands.
